According to a Semlin rumor the first 
encounter between Austria aad Servia 
hes occurred near Semendria, on the 
Danube, twenty-four miles southeast of 
Belgrade. 

Some vessels conveying Austrian iv. 
tantry were said to have been fired on 
from the Servian side of the Danube 
and to have returned the fire. 

All the railways are guarded by sec 
tries, with orders to use their arms on 
any person who ‘ails to stop when com- 
manded. 

Passenger and freight traffic on the 
railroads will be reduced tomorrow and 
all traffic on the upper Danube will be 
suspended. 

PUTNIK SET FREE. 

Gen. Radomir Putnik, chief of the 
Scrvian general staff, who was arrested 
shortly after 10 o'clock last pight at 


Kelenfoeld, near Budapest, while on his 


way to Belgrade, is still a prisoner. He 
was subsequently released and offered a 
special saloon car on which to proceed to 
Servia. | 

He professed great surprise at his 
arrest, pleading ignorance that a state 
of war existed. He refused to. enter a 
motor car, but was eventually taken to 
military headquarters.

LACK NEWS IN LONDON 


LONDON, July 26.—Sunday’s develop- 
ments appear to furnish new proofs that 
Austria is fully determined to make war 
on Servia, and the pogsibilities of a gen- 
eral European war seem greater than 
have ever confronted the present gen- 
eration. 

The admiralty tonight issued the fol-

Servia Humiliates Self. 

The Servian reply to the Austro-Hun- 
garian ultimatum was an acceptance of 
almost all the imperious demands, except 
that Austrian officials shall participate in 
the investigation and fix the responatbil- 
ity for the anti-Austrian propagande. 
Servia proposed an appeal to the powers 
at The Hague for the settlement of that 
feature. : 

Notwithstanding this humiliating sur- 
render, which was more than Europe ex- 
pected of the proud little nation, the 
Austrian government today gave the 
Servian minister his pas#ports, which 
may be construed as a virtual deciaration 
of war. 


Committed Act of War. 
Austria committed an act of war by 
arresting the chief of the Servian general 
staff, Gen. Putnik, near Budapest. 

The Servian minister here today re- 
ceived a dispatch from Kraguyerats stat- 
ing that Crown Prince Alexander, acting 
as regent, had ordered a general mobiliza- 
tion of the Servian army.

Even now the Austrian armies may be 
closing in upon Servia and launching a 
sudden blow, as Japan did when it sent 
its Geet against the Russian ships without 
warning. 


Order Austrians Home. 

While Austria announces a partial 
mobilization,” the Austrian ambassador 
at London hes issued a significant notice 
to all Austrians liable for military service 
to return home. 

The only possibility of averting war at 
the eleventh hour which Austria recog- 
nizes is that Servia shall reconsider its 
reply to the Austrian note and bow to all 
the demands. 

Even then Austria proposes to exact 
payment for all its expenses in connection 
with its military measures. 


Peace Hinges on Russ Acts. 
The question as to whether Russia will 
take up arms to save ite Slav protégé 
from a crushing blow is the eruciail feat- 
ure of the situation on which the peace 
of all Europe hinges. 

The same degree of secrecy which Aus- 
tria has imposed has been established in 
Russia also, therefore it cannot be known 
what military preparatione are in prog- 
ress there. The Russian government has 
permitted messages to go forth quoting 
the St. Petersburg papers as considering 
intervention inevitable and demanded by 
the popular sentiment. 

Germany has informed the other pow- 
ers that it considers that the Austro-Ger- 
vian quarrel concerns those nations alone. 
If any other power takes it up, it de- 
clares, serious consequences must follow. 


Envoys Forward Request, 
It is reported that the German ambas- 
gadors at the capitals of the triple en- 
tente—London, St. Petersburg, and Paris 
—when asked to press their governments 
to act as a check on Austria, replied Am- 
ply that they would forward the request. 
In return, Germany tmvited the cabinets 
of London and Paris to do their utmost 
to keep Russia in check. 
An official St. Petersburg message says 
that hopes are still entertained there 
that peace may be preserved. The for- 
eign minister, Sergiua Sazonoff, has made 
suggestions which he thinks should satis- 
fy Austria and at the same time safe- 
guard Servia’s sovereignty. 
King Cancels Engagements. 

The king has canceled his engagements 
tor the Cowes regatta and other sporting 
affairs. , 
While the cabinets of the other Euro- 
pean powers were busy today discussing 
the crisis, Premier Asquith and Sir E- 
ward Grey, secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, according to the English custom, 
were at their country places. The Ger- 
man ambaseador called at the foreign 
office and had an interview with one of 
the under secretaries.

‘Aémiinistration officials say that in the 
overt of a general European war the 
presidént’ probably would istue-a procie- 
mation of -neutrality decharing the non- 
pattican attitude of the United States 
am? warning ail American citizens and 
foreign residents againet committing any 
act, directly or indirectiy, hostile to any 
mation with which this government is at 
peace. 

Under existing law, the president also 
may at his discretion prohibit the expor- 
tation of coal, arms, ammunition. or any 
other material used? in war to any of the 
belligerentsa. He could specify in his proc- 
lamation just what articles could not be 
shipped abroad for the aid of any na- 
tion engaged in war. 


Neutrality Laws Strict. 

The neutrality laws are exceedingly 
strict. They prohibit the commission of 
any act in the United States in aid of fit- 
ting out vessels of war or raising armed 
forces to be directed against any nation 
with which the American government is 
at peace. Imprisonment is the penalty 
for violation of these laws. 

A European war undoubtedly would pre- 
cip.tate a home going movement of thou- 
sands of foreigners to fight under their 
native flags. That was one of the notice- 
able effects in the United States of the 
recent Balkan war. Bulgarians, Greeks, 
and Servians flocked back to Europe by 
the shipload. 

Such persons returning to Europe to en- 
list for service in the war will not be per- 
mitted to organize or to equip themselves 
as an expeditionary force while on Ameri- 
Can soil. 


Japs May Get Belligerent. 

Officials of the administration cannot 
See how the fortunes of the American na- 
tien could be affected to any appreciable 
extent by a European war involving some, 
if not all, of the larger nations. 

It bas been suggested by some writers 
that if Great Britain should be drawn 
into the war Japan might seize the op- 
bortunfty to menace the United States 
in the dispute over the California land 
question. 

England is the defense ally of Japan 
but the strong and influential friend of the

It is be- 
Heved that any influence Great Britain 
Might exert upon Japan would not be 
lessened by the occupation of the former 
With other engrossing problems. 


May Give U. S. Free Hand in Haiti. 
If Germany and France should become 
Involved in the war it is probable that 
they would forget about the Haitian 
Question, for the time being at least, and 
Rive the United States a free hand in set- 
Uing the troubles of the island republic. 

Recently both these powers indicated a 
Sezire to have a hand in the plan of this 
Wrernment to take over the custom cdl- 
‘tion of Haiti for the purpose of estab- 
lishing peace and paying foreign obliga- 
tions as was done in the case of Santo 
ingo. 

There is much speculation here as to the

Every German who has done active 
army service and is now with the reserves 
is under moral obligations to join his reg- 
iment in case a war is declared in which 
Germany has a part, according to Raron 
von Reichle of the German consulate in 
Chicago. 

“If he is a resident of America, there 
ig no force which can compel him to go 
back, of course,” explained the officiat 
last night. Dut he owes his allegiance 
to his government and should go back 
to the colors. If he does not, I don't 
believe that he could ever go back to Ger- 
many, but if he did, he might be punished 
severely. 


“Every German Should Fight.” 
Naturally this does not apply to Ger- 
mans who are already naturalized in 
America.

I don't know how many Germans there 
are in America who would ge back in case 
a war is declared.

Servia did right, therefore, in hesitating 
to respond to the ultimatum issued by 
Austria. The ultimatum was a mere pre- 
text, the real cause of Austrias aggres-. 
sion being her insatiable desire te fore- 
stall Russia in her ambition ton @ port. 
on the Aigean sea and_control the east- 
ern shore of the Mediterranean.” 


COUNT KAROLYI LEAVES 

CLEVELAND FOR BUDAPEST. 
in Independent Party Lead- 
er Declares War Probably Will Be 
Unavoidable. 
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Cleveland, O., July 28 [Special. 
Count Michael Karolyi. leader of the 
Hungarian Independent party, announced 
today he must return at once to Budapest. 
interrupting his American tour; as his 
place as the leader of one of the big par- 
ties is in the parliament at such momen- 
tous times. He left Cleveland this even- 
ing for New York, where he expects to 
take the first available boat home. 
Asked what he thinks of the war situa- 
ton in Europe and what is the sentiment 
of Hungarians toward Servia, Count 
Karolyi said: 
“I deeply regret the probability of 
war, but having been away from home 
so many weeks and not having direct 
Lnowledge of the causes of the threaten- 
ing war. I am not in a positionto express 
a well founded criticism on the situation. 
“This controvérsy witn Seri carmot 
be treated in an isolated manner. rhe | 
strained’- relations of Austria-Hungary 
with Servia are te fatal consequences 
of the mistaken Balkan policy of mon- 
archy which has made the Balkan na- 
tions, and especially the Serbs, enemies 
instead of friends of the monarchy.

Sullivan Gives Levee Blow.

They also pulled down their 
blinds and for the first time in Many years 
the galoonkeepers of the tenderloin ob- 
served the long forgotten city ordinances 
governing the Sunday operations of sa- 
loons. 

Two women and a man were arrested in 
a raid on the Kingsbury apartment house. 
2258 Indiana avenue, last night by De- 
tectives of the Twenty-second street sta- 
tion after complaints had been received 
concerning the place. They were released 
on bail. 

Detective Sergeant William Schubert 
and his flying squad raided the headquer- 
ters of the United Colored Voters’ league 
of Cook county, 2971 South State street. 
and arrested eighteen negroes for play- 
i dice. 

“Robert v. Ridley, president of the 
league, and James C. Miner, secretary,

IN DANGER. 

Europe's distress seems highly emotional and 
but little necessitous. , Its threatened wars are 
dramatic rather than practical. The threat is 
almost universal, but ome can search far for rea- 
sons other than sentimental. They are dangerous 
enough, but they are not compelling. Militarism 

| appears rather as a state of mind than as the 
| yeast of necessity. 

_. Germans, it is true, has been restrained and 
_-constrained by and in eonditions seldom tolera ted 
by a conquering nation. The Germans are the 
new Romans minus opportunity: With their tre- 
_ mendous efficiency they arrived too late. Europe 
is organized against a conqueror, against the em- 
_ pire builder; organized by soldiers against soldiers. 
Its “balance” is too carefully guarded. ? 
Germany, if the cost were not too great, might 
start on conquest. It acknowledges the pressure 
of population on frontiers. That ordinarily is 
/ enough to start armies marching, but the cost is 
| great and the odds formidable. Germany has been 
thrown into intensive rather then extensive de- 
| velopment. 

| Austria-Hungary also needs territory for trade 
purposes, but it is decadent. Germany stopped its 
march westward and opportunity has pot given 
it an outlet to the east.

| It is Europe's safety and Europe's danger that 
its balance is preserved by the triple alliance of 
Germany, Austria, and Italy, aud the triple entente 
of Russia, Great Britain, and France. Its safety 
is the certainty that war means an upheaval such 
as the continent has never seen. Its danger is 
that if the protection fails the consequences will 
be titanic. 

Journalistic rancor has excited natural preju- 
dices. Germans have been taught to believe that 
Russia merely awaits opportunity and that France, 
confident of renewed. military ability, will assume 
any risk that presents itself. Germany has been 
a political issue in Great Britain and Great Britain 
has been a political issue in Germany. Austria 
and Italy have been near the breaking point over 
the eastern question. Servia and Austria nourish 
intense hatreds. Greece and Bulgaria and Greece 
and Turkey stand on the threshold of war.

THE BASIS OF CRIME. | 

The basis of habitoal criminality is disease, ac 
cording to Dr. Paul E. Bowers, physician at the 
Indiana State penitentiary. The majority of crimi- 
nals who are returned to the penitentiary for the 
second or third time, the doctor agserts, are below 
par mentally and physically. The stigmata of de- 
generation are written all over them. Of the so- 
called unruly prisoners, who repeatedly violate the 
rules of the penitentiary, 85 per cent, he says, are 
meutallr unbalanced. 

The work of making these men straight, Dr 
Bowers thinks, must begin with the removal of 
the diseases from which they suffer. After the 
physical defects hav been corrected they must be 
put through a course of mental training to break 
‘them away from the old habits and must be placed 
in a correct environment. 


The conelusions which the indiana physician has. 


. from his study of the criminal are similar 
to the conclusions reached recently by criminologists 
fu England. These scientific investigations do not 
hold much hope for the habitual crim=nal of today. 
It win be manifestly impossible for society to re- 
verse its present prison system and set ont to 
Ptorm all safe blowers, yeggmen, and highway-

We have recognized this thus far only 
as to the managers and stockholders’ side. If we 
are to dvoid. serious trouble some day we must 
recognize it as to the emplerés also. 
In other words, a fully equipped machinery for 
adjudicating differences and enforcing adjudications 
on both porties should be devised. Mediation, arbi- 
tration, and enforcement of awards should be pro- 
vided for I by law.

The Indiana health department bulletin 
for April, 1914, contains plans and speci- 
fications for a type of septic tank which it 
advocates. The tank is twenty feet deep 


and six feet in diameter. The wall is of 


concrete, five inches thick. An Imhoff 
catch basin for the top of the septic tank 
is advised. A yard woke may be built 
over the tank. 

The house drainage-kitehen sink, bath 
tubs, toilets, etc.—should be connected 
with the tank by four inch glazed tile 
with cemented joints. This tile should 
be placed in the ground about the frost 
Une. From the tank effluerit pipes should 
flow into the soil. These effluent pipes 
should be of four inch ungtazed tile. 
The eMiuent.tube should branch into 
four, and these should distribute the ef- 
fluent under about 1.600 square feet of 
soil, If it is sandy, less soil is required; 
if it is clay, more. The effluent pipes muat 


have a grade of two inches to twenty- 


ve feet. 


The Kentucky bulletin tor March, 1914, 
describes the septic tank recommended by 
the Kentueky board. The bulletin gives 
plans and specifications. The Kentucky 
tank is four feet deep, six feet and elght 
inches long and four feet and two inches 
wide, inside megsure. The walls are of 
concrete and five inches thick. 

There are two baffles—one from the top 
coming to within twelve inches of the floor 
and one from the floor reaching within 
eight inches of the top. These baffles con- 
vert the tank into three partial Wen 
each about 24, N feet. 

In case there is house drainage it can 
be led into the tank by a four-inch glazed 
tile. The effluent.from the tank is dis- 
tributed in the soll by a four-ingh. un- 
glazed tile. The length of this drain pipe 
and hew many. laterals are required de- 
pends upon the character of the soil, 
To build the Kentucky type; fifteen bags 
of cement, one yard of sand, and three 
yards of gravel are required. For the out- 
ffow type at least 100 feet of four-inch un- 
giazed tile are required. Unless. the soil 
I quite porous, 250 feet will be needed.

G. P. O. wants {nformation as to the 
healthfulness of Guatemala. 


REPLY. 

Guatemala is one of the healthier Central 
American countries. As the country is small 
the climates are classified solely by the height 
above sea level. The hot country, less than 
1,000 feet above sea level, extends for about 
fifty miles from the shore line along the 
Pacific, and embraces a small zone along the 


gulf. The temperate zone is the district be- 


tween 1,000 and 5,000 feet above sea level. 
The cold zone is that portion above 5,000 feet. 

Fortunately most of the cities in Guatemala 
are in the bighlands. Barrios, on the north 
feast], is low. but fairly healthy. Champerico, 
on the south [west], is unhealthy. . 

In 1911 their delegate to the international 
sanitary conference: reported that leprosy 16 
rare: rabies is almost unknown; typbus, for- 
merly very bad, ts disappearing: typhoid 10 
fairly abundant; book worm is present, and 
malarta is bad in the hot country [the low- 
lands], but not elsewhere, 

The principal causes ef. death in the order 
named are tuberculosis, Intestinal parasites, 
pneumonia, dysentery, and typhoid. 

Between 1909 and 1911 1.800. 000 vaccinations 
were done on the 1,800,000 people, and small- 
pox has disappeared. Vaccination is compu!- 
sory. There has been uo yellow fever, cholera, 
or plague for several years. 

Mosquito campaigns are conducted in the 
larger cities. Barrios has mosqulto- proof 
water tanks. The larger cities have water 
works, sewage disposal, and garbage crema- 
tories. 

The students in the public schools are taught 
bow to guard egains: malaria, yellow fever, 
and tuberculvsis.

Thriving Babies 
Need Endless Care. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., July 28. 
[Special. I- W. C. Rucker, assis- 
tant surgeon general of the 
United Stato public health serv- 
ice, today declared that sum- 
mer is the mother’s purgatory. 
For the purpose of keeping babies in 
good health Dr. Rucker suggests these 
rules: 

1.—Mother’s milk is most important 
and should be continued for the first 
year, if possible. 

2.—If the baby cannot be nursed. 
modified cow's milk is the best sub- 
stitute. The formula should be de- 
vised by a doctor who understandsin- . 
fant feeding, and changed from time 
to time to meet the increased food re- 
quirements of the child. 

3.—Keep the baby cool and clean 
during hot weather, especially by 
proper clothing and frequent bathing 
in tepid water. Outdoor life is of great 
benefit. 

4.—Give plenty of boiled water. Re- 
duce the rich milk formula food dur- 
ing very hot weather. 

5.—Keep the files away from the 
baby, its milk, nursing bottles, and 
nipples, and all utensils used in pre- 
paring its food. 
According to the assistant surgeon gen- 
eral, saving babies is essentially the work 
of the mother,

Washington, D. C., July 28.—[ Special. }

most important factor in the national and 
state political campaigns now in progress. 
He has frightened a number of leaders of 
the old parties into a condition bordering 
upon panic, and those who are not scared 
are conducting their political operations 
with one eye on the colonel 

Republican leaders here are not over- 
joyed by Roosevelt's indorsement of Hin- 
man for governor of New York. Like the 
Democrats, they fear that Roosevelt is 
going to triumph in his fight in that state 
this year, but they have the additional 
misgivings that the achievement will 
strengthen the Progressive party at the 
expense of the Republican party. 


Democrats Avoid Treaty Hearing. 
Plenty of evidence of Democratic fear 
of the colonel is available here. The Dem- 
ocratic leaders in the senate have shelved 
Bryan's apologetic $25,000,000 Colombian 
treaty for this session in order to avoid 
giving Roosevelt the hearing he request- 
ed on the issue involyed. The Democrats 
also have been busy incorporating the 
trade commission and other Roosevelt 
ideas in their anti-trust legislation. 

Democratic leaders are depending on 
President Wilson to make a series of’ ut- 
terances in the forthcoming campaign 
that will determine the result of the No- 
vember elections.

The women of Chi- 
cago apparently have decided that if 
Henry Spencer must hang, he must not 
‘expect their moral support nor their 
presence. 

“My Goodness No,” Says One. 
“My goodness! gasped Miss Harriett 
Vittum when a reporter told her of the 
invitations, that is a ghastly thing. I 
will never be a party to any kind of mur- 
der, legal or otherwise. The women of 
Chicago do not need to see a hanging to 
be againat it. Weare againet capital pun- 
jshment.

Before Norman E. Brookes and An- 
thony F. Wilding came to this country a 
great deal was said and written about the 
* Australasian style.” We were given 
to understand thet their strokes aud 
methods. of play differed considerably 
from all the other players we have seen 
in this country. 

Now, after having watched the Aus- 
tralasians in action for a full week, most 
of us have come to the conclusion that 
there is in reality no Australasian style, 
and that, on the other hand, the game of 
Brookes, Wilding, Doust, and Dunlap 
differs but little from that of many of our 
Own best players, 

There is practically only one big point 
of difference between the Australian and 
American style of play. That is found in 
the willingness of the Australasiane to 
occupy a position neur the service line, a 

. section of the court that Americans have 
always regarded as the danger zone. 


Custom from England. 

Even this custom could not by any 
means be regarded as of Australian ori- 
gin. For many years in England most 
of the topnotchers have played a half vol- 
ley game and have of necessity chosen to 
play from the same position in the court 
that the Australians usually occupy. In 
fact, it was the game of the great Eng- 
lish players—particularly H. L. Doherty 
which influenced Brookes in his early 
years. 

Brookes takes the net, for instance. 
with the same bouncing astride that char- 
acterized “ Little Do’s'’ efforts to gain the 
barrier. He always is ready to step in 
either directicn at a second's notice, and 
it is this almost unseen footwork tha: 
places him invariably in position for his 
return. 


Game Below Top Form. 

From a purely mechanical standpoint 
the game of Brookes is far below the 
highest standards. Most of his strokes 
are utterly unorthodox. Except on occa- 
sions his ground strokes are made in a 
cramped position and his body—according 
te American standards—is nearly always 
too close to the ball. 

Brookes seldom hits the ball in the free 
manner that characterizes the play of 
Americans, such as Larned, McLoughlin, 
Clothier, Behr, and others. He plays a 
Gistinctly English game, except on his 
service, which is a cross between the Eng- 
lish and American style of delivery. 

Hig volleying is usually done entirely 
with his wrist and is more on the order 
of that employed by the late Kreigh Col- 
ling than by any other American player. 
In fact, Brookes’ game and methods are 
very similar to those of the former west- 
ern champion, except that his forehand

Brookes Real Tactician. 

As a tactician Brookes is unexcelled. 
He always has the other man in mind and 
directs his game at his opponent’s weak- 
nees. He employs no system in his play.

as a totally separate and distinct battle. 
He covers his shots in remarkable fash- 
on and it is this ability that enables him 
ta, outguess hie adversaries. 

Brookes plays what is known as s 
“ forcing game.” By this, it is meant that 
he rarely goes after the ace or the pass on the 
first ball, but instead contents himself with 
working his opponent out of position prepera- 
tory to his own il.“ 

The chief strength of Brookes lies almost 
entirely in his quick and accurate eye. Here 
again he may be readily compared with Col- 
Uns, for, like the latter, he is good at every 
sport that requires a keen eye. At cricket, had 
he stuck to the game, he would have been 
numbered among the world's best. At golf 
he ranks wiih the first few in Australia, and 
so Gn down to croquet, at which game he is a 
past master. 


Shows Two Weaknesses. 


Brookes’ weaknesses are two in number. The 
firet te found in his faulty ground strokes, 
which have cost him most of the matches he 
has lost. His second is found in his inability 
to handle deep lob. These he usually pats 
back, and against keen net players it is a 
fate! error. j 

Brookes at the net is without a peer, but 
Brookes in the back court is mediocre. That 
is why, in his great matches, he has spared 
no pains to intrench himself in the net posi- 
tion. 1 —* ghey Brookes band not

If any disappointment was felt in Brookes’ 
game it was centered in his service. He came 
to Chicago heralded ag postessing one of the 
world’s best deliveries, but keen critics failed 
gee wherein his service could be given ro 
sh a rank, It is true that it was well 
( but it possessed neither the speed nor 
break deemed n to euccess.

Missouri Professor Shows“ 
How It'll Be Done. 


RECALLS ROMAN HISTORY. 


You Will See Games at Cost Price 
Within 25 Years, He Says. 


Columbia, Mo., July 26.— al.j— 
Prof. Jesse E. Wrench of the University 
of Missouri, teacher of history, believes 
that within the next twenty-five years 
the United States government will own 
and operate all the big baseball icagues 
in the country. He thinks be has reason 
for his belief. 

As an ardent baseball fan, Prot. Wrench 
has giveniconsiderable attention to mod- 
ern baseball problems, and he is never 
so immersed in the study of social prob- 
lems in the time of Theodora and Jus- 
tinian or early Moslem raids that he will 
not stop long enough to talk about the 
standing in the big leagues or the latest 
contract jumper acquired by the Feds. 


And He Makes “Keerful” Study. 

The professor's belief in the future of 
American baseball is based. he says, ona 
careful study of modern baseball condit'ons 


and tendencies, and on what has been done 
with similar problems by other nations in the 


st. 

The thing, he says, which set him thinking 
along this line was the factional fighting in 
ancient Rome between the Plues and Greens, 
rival chariot racing camps, some 1,600 years 
ago. The government took a hand. It did not, 
however, take the impartial hand that Prof. 
Wrench expects the United States government 
to take in baseball, acting simply as admin- 
istrator. 


Emperor “the Government.” 


The emperor in ancient times was to all in- 
tents and purposes the government,“ and he 
nearly always sided in with either Blues or 
Greens. Caligula, Nero, Verus, Commedus, 
and Justinian were among the emperors who

With the sentiment generally more fav- 
erabic, there has been a disposition on the 
part of larger shorts to cover their lines 
and several big lines were bought in, in 
some cases the profits having been lost by 
the shorts overstaying their market. It 
“was reported also that some of the north- 
west cash houses that had sold wheat 
sbort for export had been forced to cover. 
Buying of wheat against export sales 
took care of the bulk of the hedging sales, 
and the market showed more response to 
the buying demand than it has for several 
weeks. 

Moderate Crops Abroad. 


From all accounts of the wheat crop condi- 
tions in other countries the United States is 


_ practically the only country in the world which 


hes @ bumper crop. Most of the other coun- 
tries are short, compared to a norma! yield, and 
the less than average production in other coun- 
tries is at a time when the supplies of old wheat 
the world over are more than usualy well 
cleaned up. 

In this country and Canada, as well as in 
Durope, there were light carry-over stocks, so 
that the den.and for the first run of our wheat 
has been urgent and there is nothing yet to 
indicate any lei up in the demand. The un- 
certain political developments increase the 
8 of foreign consumers. and they are 

ly to keep buying, especially as they are 
sot taking much of any chance when they buy 
the splendid winter wheat offered by this 
vountry at prevailing prices. 

Argentina will not be a big competitor for 
several months, the Canadian prospects are 
‘or tess than a normal yield in many sections, 
«pa for several weeks the Russian and Da- 
wbian reports have been distinctly unfavor- 
able. As a result the wheat growers of this 
“ountry could not well have a more favorable 
opportunity for disposing of the burdensome 
Hart of our surplus. 


Drought Partially Relieved. 


In corw the one big consideration has been 
the weather. Until Friday there was a strong 
ione, a panic among the shorts of Thursday 
iving the market, especially the new crop 
months, a sensational advance. Late in the 
Week ecattered rains cooled the buying ardor 
of the traders, and there was heavy profit tak- 
ing with liquidation by eleventh hour bulls. 
Conditions over the belt at the end of the 
woek were a ittle more favorable, but general 
rains are still needed. The government weaih- 
er bureau reports show there is a great 
deficiency in moisture so far this season 
throughout the greater part of the corn belt. 

The old corn situation is strong in spite of 
the fact there will be much competition from 
gheanper milifeeds and cheap wheat. In some 
large portions of the country the hay and clover 
drop is short and pastures poor as the result 
of heat and drought. ana the offerings of oid 
gorn are light, with the cash markets firm. 
Argentine corn is not cutting the figure tnat 
was expected. Shipments have been further 
@einyed by wet weather, and the quality of 
the corn in many instances is not giving satis- 
—— in tis country or in Europe. Without 
greater pressure from the Plate corn, the cash 
corn situation will be tight until a new crop 
is ready to market. 


Oats Inclined to Lag. 


Cats have followed the lead of corn toa 
large extent. With prevalling prices for cern, 
traders were timid about selling oats short at 
such a great discoudt under corn. Morcover, 
the crop reports in the middle west have not 
heen such as to create a bearish sentiment. 
The hedging pressure, while heavy on some 
days, has not been as great as was expected. 
Moreover, stocks of old oats are being weil 
cieaned up and the shipping demand continues 


good. 

Substantiel buying support was accorded the 
provisions market until the last two days of 
the week, when support was withdrawn and 
the market ran into free liquidation, causing 
@ decided slump in prices. The hog market 
was strong until Friday, when there was a 
drop in prices. The reaction was regarded as 
inevitable, as prices had enjoyed a big advance. 

The cash trade is on a fairly healthy basis, 
but some increase In the run of hogs ip ex- 
pected in a short time. The action of the corn 
market has been à factor in provisions ti quite 
ar. extent recently, the advance in corn being 
fcllowed by a hardening of provisions values

It should not be a surprise, either, if, 
after the Rock Island investigation is 
over, sharebolders of the Rock Island are 
ad vised by the commission to start suit 
against their directors to force restitu- 
tion. That was the advice just given to 
the New Haven shareholders, and legal 
steps already have been taken to fol- 
low it. 


Urge Suit Against Directors. 

Lawyers who know something about 
what has been going on in Rock Island 
since the Moore-Reid management as- 
sumed control in 1902 do not hesitate to 
predict that the outside shareholders 
could recover in the neighborhood of 
$20,000,000 by bringing a civil suit against 
the directors.

State Write Fire Insurance. 


— — 
UP 70 VOTERS IN FALL: 


Backers of scheme Propose Two 
Amendments to Constitution. 


BY c. M. CARTWRIGHT. 

A broadside against the dangers of 
state insurance was fired during the week 
at the meeting of the Wisconsin Insur- 
ance Local Agents’ association at Osh- 
kosh. W. A. Fricke, former insurance com- 
missioner of Wisconsin, and O. B. Ryon. 
general counsel of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, made notable ad- 
dresses urging. the defeat of two pro- 
posed amendments to the state consti- 
tution that will be voted on this fall. 

The two amendments permit the state 

to engage in any kind of insurance. The 
insurance people charge supporters. of 
the state insurance echeme are endeavor- 
ing to mislead the voters by proposing 
two amendments, which will mean the 
same, but are slightly different in word- 
ing. 
. The insurance people are much aroused 
over the attempts of some of the state 
authorities to involve the commonwealth 
in the insurance business. Back of the 
whole movement is Insurance Commis- 
sioner Herman L. Ekern, who has trained 
all along with Senator La Follette. 


Ability of State Questioned. 

Wisconsin already is in the life insur- 
ance businese, although the progress of 
the state life fund has not been notable. 
Mr. Fricke in his address said that state 
insurance can be justified only in re- 
sponse to a general public demand, be- 
cause of the failure or unfairness of pri- 
vate corporations, and in the ability of 
the state to provide the service free from 
political influences, with complete cer- 
tainty and reasonable cost, and an ex- 
perienced, efficient management. 

The insurance people fail to see how 
any state insurance proposition can be 
| conducted without political influences. 

They claim that the various state de- 

partments are lacking in efficiency al- 
ready. as compared with private busiress, 

‘and that to plunge the state into the 
hazardous lines of fire and casualty in- 
| surance, managed by inexperienced mate 
| officials, would be the greatest folly. 


| Urges Helping Private Business. 


Mr. Fricke claimed thet to conduct the 
| business ot fire life. or casualty insurance 
successfully the state must enact a law mek- 
ing the carrying of insurance compulsory and 
| Investing the corduct of the business ex- 
chusively in the state. He cited the recent 
conflagration in Salem. Mass., with ite larre 
property loss, as an mostratſon of what the | 
pacer ate may experience under an exclusive 
an of state fire ‘naurance. If a conflagra- 
bay occurred in Milwaukee. for example, the 
state might be confronted with an obligation 
| of 8100 090.000 or more. 

Mr. Fricke declared that there are vo evits 
In the insurance business that canrot be cor- 
| rected by careful supervision or needed legis- 

lation, and furthermore contended that there 
is no service a system of state insurance under 
political management can render which can 
in any manner compare with the service or at | 


the cost now furnished by the private corpore- | 


| tions. 

Insurance ie largely a technical line of busi- 
ness requiring experts to hardie it. Mr. Fricke 
argued that no greater peril can come to the 
state or to the homes of its people than to per- 
mit the insurance businesa to become the play- 
thing and football of politics. 


Ryon Sees Socialistic Scheme. 


Mr. Ryon in his addreas rtated that agitators 
who are favoring state insurance desire to take 
away all the initiative from the people and 
place them umter the care of the state. He 
said the state of Wisconsin no more should 
take out of the hands of the insurance com- 
panies the right to conduct fire insurance bual- 
ness and give the state a monopoly than it 
should take out of the hands of any other 
citizen any other branch of business and create 
a monopoly in the state. He sald that fire in- 
surance is no more of a monopoly and no greater 
a necessity than twenty other activities that 
might be mentioned 

He stated that it is well that the state super- 
viees the business «of insurance. Solveneyv 
Justice, and fairnesa should be required, and 
the state should see that the insurance people 
are dealing with the pubiic in the right way. 
He saw no reason to destroy the whole com- 
| mercial organization in order to correct its 
fault He said any eri should be remedied, 
but the government should not seek to destroy 
the business. Mr. Ryon said that business 
and politics cannot be combined. He saw in 
the scheme of state insurance the effort to 
bulid a political machine so powerful that it 
could never be overthrown,
